Referring to the charges laid against 
himself at Edmonton, Mr. Maloney 
said that within forty-eight hours the 
Klan members had raised one thous- 
and dollars as a defense fund, He 
predicted that the case would never 
go to trial. 

The speaker said that dire things 
were liable to happen within the next 
ten years. He refrained from saying 
just what these things would be. 

In closing he appealed to the mem- 
bers of the Orange Lodges, who were 
formed for protection and for nothing 
else, to so live as to reflect credit on 
the great organization which stood 
for equality for all and special privi- 
eges to none. 

Following the address the celebra- 
tion was brought to a close by the 
singing of “God Save the King.” 

In the evening Mr. Maloney spoke 
in the Oddfellows Hall, taking for his 
special topic, “The Union of the Three 
Western Provinces.” A dance fol-
